OMAHA, NEB., December 6.—At an 


early hour yesterday morning General 
Howard, commanding the Department oi 
the PJattc, received orders to send troops 
from Fort Omaha to some point which he 
refuses to make public. Artillery bat- 
teries B and C, Filth Artillery, were ac- 
cordingly ordered ont and left yesterday 
afternoon OB a spectal train for the West 
over the Union Pacific. It is understood 
that all the remaining troops at Fort 
Omaha, consisting of ten companies o) 
infantry and one of cavalry, have beea pa> 
tinder orders to be ready to 
move 


af a 
moment's 
notice.

Union Pacific headquarters reveals the 
fact that the company lias received 
instructions 
to 
have 
in immediate 


readiness additional special trains for the 
movement of those troops westward. 
General Howard has persibtently refused 
to answer questions regarding the des- 
tination of these troops. "My orders are 
i-trrctly confidential," said General How- 
ard to your correspondent, "and I can 
not possibly even intimate where these 
troops are going. It is of the utmost 
importance that the people of the com- 
munitT to which they are destined shall 
not be :i]>;jrised of their coming." 
It is 


evident that serious trouble is anticipated 
somewhere. 
General Howard intimated 


as much. 
The general conclusion is that the 


troops of the department are all to be 
rapidly concentrated at Salt Lake, in an- 
ticipation of an attack upon the Gentiles 
!>v the Mormons. Tronble of serious 
nature lias been brewing there forthelast 
few days. The arrest, conviction and 
imprisomciit of Mormon leaders foi 
polyspim.- have not only aroused the Mor- 
mons toVeat indignation and revengeful 
biUorne'S, but have caused them to re- 
taliate bv importing prostitutes from San 
Franc: -..-"o and Denver and using these 
women to entrap Federal officials and 
prominent Gentiles. In tills they have 
been partly successful, having caused a 
few arrests o! the officials and Gentiles.

secure in advance the preservation of life 
and property. Troops cannot be concen- 
trated here any too quick to allay the 
alarm and excitement."

out doubt. Their destination is alleged 
bv the officer to be ForfFred Steele, in 
Wyoming, on the Union Pacific.

Congressional Programme. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 
7.— 


Great crowds always throng the galleries 
of the Senate Chamber and the hall of 
the House on the first day ol a new Con- 
gress and to-day is not likely to witness 
any departure from the usual rule. There 
is naturally more than ordinary interest 
felt in the assembling of the first Con- 
gress since the administration of Buchan- 
an, which has met with a Democratic 
President in the White House, bat that is 
merely a matter of sentiment, and the 
present prospect promises little, if any, 
interest ,in the proceedings of either 
House to-day. 
There is less chance 


for development of interest in tlie Senate 
than in the House, although it is not 
known just what method ol proccdare- 
will be followed in the work of organiza- 
tion there. 
The Senate will be called to order by 


the Secretary, General McCook, and the 
first act will doubtless lie the election of 
the President pro tern., after which Sena- 
tors Logan, Bluir and Mitchell will be 
sworn in. If rtie Republicans undertake 
to have these Senators admitted before 
electing a President pro tern., a consti- 
tutional debate -nouM ensue am! protract 
the proceedings, but otherwise, there will 
be nothing of interest at the Senate end 
of the Capitol. 
At the other end, the Clerk, General 


Clark, will call the House to order and 
call the roll. As there are no viit.mt 
seats and no cases where the prima facie 
right of any member an the Clerk's roll is 
questioned, except, perhaps in the mat- 
ter of the California members, it is an- 
ticipated the proceedings will be unevent- 
ful. 
After the 
calling of the 
roll, 


nominations for Speaker will be made 
and Mr. Carlisle elected. lie-n ill be i'b- 
corted to the chair and make a brief 
speech 
in respect 
to

The Opening of the Forty-Ninth Congress, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 7.— 


There was less excitement last week at- 
tending the preliminary 
work 
which 


•usually precedes the opening of a new 
Congress than for years past. This was 
due to the fact that there was little or so 
friction in the dominant party of the 
House over the Speakershlp and other 
officers of the House.

Annual Beport of United States Treass-

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 7.— 


The annual report of Mr. C. N,.Jordan, 
Treasurer of the United State,", shows 
that during the last fiscal year, there was 
an increase of $8S,+«S,838 in gold assets; 
of §22,059,010 in the silver assets; $G,77C,- 
423 in the legal tender assets; §171,234 in 
National bank assets and §147,157 In 
National bank deposits. Culled bonds ol 
the United States amounting to $45,968,- 
600 were redeemed, of which amount 
840,888,160 was for the sinking fund. 
The Treasurer says that he should

authoiity 
to 
make 
frequent 


examinations 
of sub-Treasuries 
and 


mints to enable him to know that the 
fuuds with which he is charged are held 
as represented, and to hold the officers to 
a more strict accountability than has 
heretofore prevailed.

Caucuses were held yesterday by Demo- 
crats and Republicans of botli the Senate 
and House. Jno. G. Carlisle was chosen 
by the Democrats for Speaker of the 
House. "There never was such a caucus 
belore," said Colonel Morrison, after the 
caucus adjourned last night. "Every- 
thing was harmonious, and the proceed- 
ings'were without a shadow of contest 
except in the case of the Doorkeeper and 
Chaplain." 
"Morrison was too much 


for Randall 
and me," said Speaker 


Carlisle. Mr. Carlisle nominated Rev. 
Dr. 
I/indsey for Chaplain, and 
the 


nomination was seconded by Mr. Randall. 
That seemed 
to 
make 
Dr. Liud- 


sey's election sure, but the outcome 
proved otherwise. Dr. Milburn, the well- 
known blind preacher of Jacksonville, 
111., was nominated by Springer, and sup- 
ported in a brief speech by Morrison, 
who never saw him until Friday. Mrs. 
Morrison knows him very well, however, 
and he was really her candidate. 
Morri- 


son's speech was very brief, but, it 
seems, was the feature of the evening. 
"He has no eyes," said Morrison, "but 
he fears God, loves his fellow-man and 
votes the Democratic ticket. 
He is a 


Northern Methodist, and yet he has been 
a Democrat for more than thirty years."

That settled it, and Dr. Milburn got 


ninety votes to thirty for Dr. Lindscy.

A correspondent of Ausland makes a 


communication regarding the present 
londitioc. of the Artesian 
wells in 


Sahara. It is well known that such 
wells have been in operation there from 
a very remote period, and iu the Al- 
gerian Sahara additional wells have 
been opened with considerable success 
by the French. 
Between Biskra and 


Tuggurt the 434 old wells yielded ia 
1879 64,000 litres of water per minute, 
the 68 French ones 113,000 litres. The 
number of palms had increased from 
359,000 to 517.000, that of other fruit 
trees from 40,000 to 90,000, the popu- 
lation from 6,672 to 12,827. 
In Decem- 


ber, 1881, the yield of water from ths 
weDs bad risen to 209,000 litres per 
minute. 
But this success is confined to 


a narrow zone within which water can 
be reached within a depth of 100 
metres, and even hero the borings that 
have been made sines 1&81 indicate a 
diminution in the 
yield of water, 


making it appear that (he limit of pro- 
duction of the underground reservoirs 
had almost been reached. Many of the 
French borings, too, are getting stopped 
up by sand, and are of too small cal- 
iber to be cleaned out and restored like 
the wider Arabic ones. It is believed 
that it will be absolutely necessary to 
set about tlie sinking of new wells with 
wider bore.— N. Y. Post.
